CH AP. III. 


An Act for preventing the Exportation of Proviſions and 
Warlike Stores out of this Province. 


B it enaced by the Lieutenant Governour, Council and Houſe of Peg 

Repreſentatives, that no Warlike Stores or Proviſions: of any Stores and 

Kind whatſoever (Fith only excepted) ſhall be exported or carried Proviſions 

out of any Port or Harbour in this Province, in any Veſſel whatever before prohibited, 

the firſt Day of December next, ſaving only ſuch Provifions or Warlike ting. 

Stores as are neceſſary for the Defence of each reſpective Veſſel outward 

bound, and victualling the Mariners on Board the fame, during their in- 

tended Voyage, and whereof an Account in Wiiting ſhall, be given by the 

Maſter of ſuch Veſfel on Oath to the Impoſt Officer or his Deputy; and 

where there is no Impoſt Officer or Deputy, then to a Juſtice of the Peace, 

or the Town Clerk, on Pain of One Theufand Pounds Lawtul Money, to be = 

forfeited and paid by the Maſter, and the like Sum by the Owner and Ow- * e 

ners, Factor and Factors of each reſpective Veſſel in which any Warlike this Act. 

Stores or Proviſions ſhall be exported or carried out of any Port or Harbour 

in this Province; one Moiety thereof to the Uſe of this Government, and 

the other Moiety to him or them that ſhall inform or ſue for the ſame: 

And ſuch Maſters, Owners and Factors reſpectively upon their being con- 

victed of the Offence aforeſaid, at the Superiour Court of Judicature, Court 

of Aſſize and General Goal Delivery, ſhall be further liable to ſtand in the 

Pillory, and have one of their Ears cut off. 
And be it kurther enaced, That if the Governour or Commander in Chief Governor and 

for the Time b-ing, ſhall fee fit with the Advice and Conſent of the Council e may 

to iſſue a Proclamation, prohibiting the Exportation of Proviſions or War- prolong the

which ſuch Proviſions or Warlike Stores ſhall be exported, contrary to ſuch 
Proclamation, ſhall be reſpectively liable to the ſame Pains and Penalties as 
if the ſame had been exported before the ſaid firſt Day of December,contrary 
to this Act. 
Proviſo for Provided always, That it ſhall and may be lawful for any Proviſions or 
Sea or Land Warlike Stores to be exported for the Service of his Majeſty's Sea or Land 
Forces. Forces, on board any Veſſel or Veſſels liceaced for that Purpoſe by the Go- 
vernour or Commander in Chief for the Time being, with the Advice of 
the Council. 

Provided alſo, That it ſhall and may be lawful for Proviſions and Warlike- 
Proviſo for Stores to be laden and tranſported on board any Coaſting Veſſel or Veſſels

ſels &c. paſſing from one Port to another within this Province, Bond being firſt given

Proviſo alſo in Provided alſo, That in ſuch Towns where the Fiſhery is carried on, and 
RES | Towns where Out of which Veſſels Coaſting from one Port to another in this Province, and 
qd IR the Fiſhery is wherein neither the Impoſt Officer or his Deputy dwells, the Maſters of ſuch 
Wi carried on. Fiſhing or Coaſting Veſſels may render the Account aforeſaid on Oath to a 
Juſtice of the Peace or the Town Clerk of the reſpective Towns out of which 
they ſail, who is hereby impowered to take the ſame : And the Account ſo 
taken and atteſted ſnhall be by them tranſmitred to the Impoſt Officer, which

: employed, with all her Tackle and Appurtenances, and her Cargo, ſhall be 
torteited, one Half to his Majeſty for the Uſe of this Province, the other 
Halt to him or them who ſhall inform and ſue for the ſame in any of his Ma- 
jeſty's Courts within this Province proper to try the ſame ; and the Maſter 
of any Ship or other Veſſel ſo employed, ſhall be further liable to have one 
Ear cut off, and be publickly whipped thirty nine Laſhe-, and be rendred for 
; ever incapable of holding any Place of Honour or Profit under this Govern- 
ment, and the Owner or Owners, and Factor or Factors of the Owner or 
Owners of ſuch Ship or other Veſſel ſhall forfeit and pay each five Hundred 
Pounds, to be recovered and diſpoſed of as above, and alſo be for ever dil- 
abled to hold any Place of Honour or Profit under this Government.
